Not liaving 
hoard from you I wondered if it got to the ambassador* I believed that if it 
liad he would have, as he said lie would, seen to it tliat it reached you. 

T] n e prejudice against ronponsibln^ritin*; about the ssassination in this 
country by publishers continues, i'liat and serious health reverses caused me to 
rething what - mnight best do. 1 decided tliat wit the knowledge I liad acquired 
to make as much as is possible for me for a record for history. I have distributed 
computer disks of those nanuscruots to friends on the faculties of colleges and 
universities and to my executors. (l am going to be $9 in three weeks.) Some of 
this has to do with 3ome of the books on both 3ides. 

I do not know if you arc a ware of what Jolm Newman wrote about you i|Y liis 
mistitlod Oswald ani the Cl A. but - did address tliat with vigor and actual evi- 
dence in a book-length manuscript. A book-length epilogue is now being retyped 
on liis computer by university liistorian friend* /fe converted it from an 
epilogue. If these should be of interest to you I will be happy to get copies 
to you. 

Wiiat - was able to pub ish cones entirely from the official records. I sued 
the government agencies, a number of thorn, imder the Freedom of Information act 
and obtained about a t iru of a million pages tliat liad been witliheld. T^ey and 9 
copies of all my work will be a permanent free archive at a fine small college 
here in Frederick, llood College, under i J rof. Gerald KcKnight, head of the liistory 
department and a dear friend, ‘i’liia in to say tliat whan it is not possible for me 
tp provide any of this information it will still be available to those who may 
wqnt it.
